Straw Printing Pnp«r. 


Messrs. Coupler f t Mellier have been 


making printing paper from straw for the hat 
twoyears, in France, and are erecting a mill 
in Pennsylvania for the purpose of manufac- 
turing it in thia country. It is used in 
France, Great Britain, and other European 
States. The process is patented. One of the 
firm, M. Mellier, a French chemist, discov- 
ered that by a chemical process he could re 
duce tho straw to n pulp, without injury to 
the strength of the fibre, and afterward by 
the usual paper making process torn this 
pulp into a superior printing paper. This 
must cheapen paper considerably, as the 
chemical process is said to be inexpensive 
and straw much plentier than raga.

On Sunday morning no less than five fires 


nnd alarms of fire occurred in this city.— 
The first fire broke out about 1 o'clock A. 
M., in fin untennnted building owned by 
Tho.s. Knox, on Milwaukee-st. H little south 
of JDetroit-st., Third Ward. The Fire De- 
partment promptly rallied, but did Dot ar- 
rive in timo to be of any avail, nnd the build- 
ing was soon n heap of embora. 
In less than 


an hour afterwards another alarm was sound- 
ed, caused by tho rekindling of the frag- 
ments left by the first lire. 


About !J o'clock tho third alarm was given, 


and the firemen were again in motion, and 
soon ascertained that the alarm was occa- 
sioned by u bonfire near t.ho Washington 
Hotel, in tho Second Ward. 


About 4 o'clock another alarm was sound- 


ed in thn Fourth Ward, which was also 
caused by a bonlire at the corner of Fifth nnd 
Spring-sis. Tho alarms wero doubtless in- 
tended to distract arid exhaust the energies 
of the Fire Department, .so as to render 
more a tiro tho destruction of Higby's ware- 
house, together with the property in it. 


The lire at iligby's warehouse broke out 


nbont half pnst four o'clock, when most of 
tho ."Department, with their engines, were 
in the Fourth Ward, where they hud been 
called by u liilse alarm, and, as it was »t first 
thought that the cry of fire in the Third 
Ward was another liilse alarm, the firemen 
did not leave for that point until they saw 
tho smoke rising rip in columns, and the liv- 
id flanine illuminating the horizon with ter- 
rillic grandeur. 
Tho Iliimos burst out al- 


nmst simultaneously in threu distinct places, 
anil HO rapid was their progress that three 
pel-sons asleep in tho building barely escaped 
with their lives. 
Ono of thorn was awaken- 


ed by a whistle—perhaps from one of the 
incendiaries—when lie found the building 
lilled wlih smoke. He run to rescue a horse, 
and in the attempt the animal fell down up- 
on him ; soon another person cnnie to his re- 
lief, but tell ovor the horso, nnd wns just able 
to succeed in crawling away from the de- 
vouring element. 
The other person finally 


saved himself by culling his way through 
the siding. 
Mr- Higby lost two horses. 


We iinnt'.t the following particulars from 


Iho Sentinel's Eixiru: 


This life, like t i l l the others, wiis undoubt- 


edly sot by design, as the flumes, when first 
discovered, wero breaking out from three 
different and distinct points. 
The Ware- 


house was ,'t()0 feet in length, some 22 in 
width, and occupied the centre of the pior. 
It was nearly filled with produce and mer- 
chandise, whilu on the outside were largo 
piles of goods. Emigrants luggage, &c., just, 
lauded from the steurner Sultana. So rapid 
was the progress of tbe flumes that tho 
watchmen, John Canary and Patrick Finnes- 
soy, though promptly on tho spot, could not 
oven succeed in saving a fine team of gray 
horses, in a stable attached to the Ware- 
house. 
Such too, wns tho extreme hent 


from the burning pile, that the engines could 
not pass along the pier, outside of the ware- 
house, except us the flames were dampened 
and the heat diminished by the water thrown 
upon tho firs. Under the circumstances it 
became physically impossible to save the 
property, much of which WHS either con- 
sumed on the spot, or fell through the burn- 
ing pier into the Luke. 


Of the amount destroyed it is difficult, as 


yet, to form a correct estimate. We annex 
as full and accurate a list us we could obtain 
this morning. W. Sanderson had 2,300 bar- 
rels of flour, Medbury und Hoover 400 do., 
and Bell, Courtenay & Co. 150 do., all of 
which was totally destroyed. Wells & Hill 
had §2000 worth of beef nnd butter, pur- 
chased for a Detroit house, nnd aw.'iting 
shipment. There was, besides, a large lot 
of flour, beef mid other produce, belonging 
to some person unknown, nnd destined for 
Lake Superior. There was u very large car- 
go of goods, partly for merchants in the inte- 
rior n rid partly for those of our own city, 
which had just been Sanded from the steamer 
Sultana. As all the bills of lading were 
burnt up, we are as yet without authentic 
details of this loss, but it must have been 
very heavy. There was, too, still undeliv- 
ered, it large portion of trie Globe's cargo. 
It is believed that the toss, on these two 
items alone, exceeds $25,000, and some think 
$50,000. 
Some 600 bbls of npples, belong- 


ing to n passenger by tho Sultana, were 
among the property thus destroyed. Lastly, 
there was the luggage of some fifty families 
of emigrants, who, landing in the night from 
the Sultana, had left their chattels upon the 
pier till morning, and coming there to claim 
them, found naught stive burnt rngs and ash- 
es. 


It is believed that very litt.lo, if any, of the 


loss incurred by this firo, was covered by in- 
surance. The fire wns undoubtedly the work 
of an incendiary, nnd no punishment would 
be too severe for the wretch who could com- 
mit such wanton wrong." 


Arriving nt the ruins this morning, we 


found a perfect scene of desolation. Bnr- 
rels of'lmlf burned apples, beef, flour, &c., 
were scattered about in profusion in every 
direction. It will be impossible to deter- 
mine who aro the principal losers by the de- 
struction of goods binder] from the sirs. Globe 
nnd Sultana, until a report can be obtained 
from those boats. 
D. Knnbb, Esq., of the 3d 


Ward, lost nearly §1,000 worth of apples, 
cheese und cider, consigned to Dousman &. 
Co. John Southworth, of Orlenrns Co., N. 
Y., had 272 bbls. of apples, n few barrels of 
quinces, &c., on the pier, of which about 
100 bbls. were saved. 


C. F. H. <fcW.T.«i>odl>ue, of Beloit, lost 


§1,000 worth of merchandize, partially in- 
sured. 
Several hundred dollars worth of 


guns, supposed to belong to John Roouey or 
Cnpt. Gardiner, wero among the property 
destroyed. Wells & Hill had 100 bbls. of 
beef on the pitir for a Detroit hoiisei ready 
for shipment, one half of which remained 
uninjured. 
E. D. Bakeris not a loser by the 


fire, »s was at first supposed. 


The following firms of this city are be- 


lieved to be losers to some extent by tbe.de- 
truetiou of goods lauded from the Sultana: 


Bonnell <fc Williams, H. J. NHZTO & Co., 


and Bosworth & Sons. There are probably 
many other firms who have suffered more 
or less. 


Mr. Higby lost, in* addition to what i» 


•ibove mentioned, several carriages and sleighs 
of considerable value. His; total loss will 
foot up to $4000 or $6000, on which there 
was not a dollar of insurance. The amount 
of goods destroyed, belonging to merchant* 
in the interior, must be very heavy. 
The 


damaged merchaudize is being removed from 
the pier, and will be sold mostly at auction 


It is earnestly to be hoped tbat tbe villain* 


who caused the destruction of so largo an 
amount of property will be detected and re- 
ceive punishment in accordance with tbe 
magnitude of their crime. 


The Mayor has offered a reward of $1000 


for the arrest and convection of the incen- 
diary.

And what appears singular 
is the fact, tbat a man so immersed in business 
in tins age of popular religion and popular de 
lusions, too, should come into a city like ours 
wifcli iis twenty-five or thirty distinct church or 
ganizations, and find no congenial spirits to in 
vite him to their places of worship, but that he 
must hire a Hall, advertise himself as a ruinirtte 
.of Christ, and then preach lor an hour to so i.li 
rnimitivc a congregation.

lie spoke of the pretend- 


ed communications of persons with the spirits oi 
the dead—of the visible with the iavisible-^-and 
showed its tendency to infidelity. 


He then took up the prophecies in relation to 


the great 1260 years apostacy, or seclusion of the 
church in tbo wilderness. This he argued from 
the llth, 12th and 13th of Revelations and the 
7th of Daniel—thut the probable public date oi 
this period was 606', when the Emperor of Rome 
conferred on the Bishop the title of " Universal 
Bishop" ; and as further evidence tbat this was 
the true-date, he said that very year Mahomet 
arose. Mahomctanism he styled the great East- 
ern Apostacy, and Popery the great Western 
Apostacy. 


Ho argued that wo were now near the termi- 


nation of the 1260 years, and might soon look 
for the overthrow of every civil and ecclesiasti- 
cal combination and power that is not built ou 
the truth. He then went on to show that we 
are evidently living under the pouring outof the 
sixth vial of God's wrath, from the fact of the 
wasting away of the Ottoman Empire and the 
Mohammedan power—that, undar the pouring 
out of that vial, the three unclean spirits, like 
frogs, go forth to the kings of the earth and the 
whole world to "gather them together to the 
battle of the great day of God Almighty," which 
he argued was now being fulfilled; and hence 
we might look for such a scene in the Old World, 
in tbe demolition of thrones, dominions, princi- 
palities and powers, attended with blood and 
carnage, as the world has never heard of before. 
Nor would this boasting nation of ours escape in 
the general wreck. He referred to the two great 
antagonisms existing in our midst—Freedom 
and Slavery—and to the indications of Provi- 
dence connected therewith, and to the damnable 
hppocrisy and injustice jif the Fugitive Slave 
Law—that there was a " Higher law" which we 
should obey. 


Hu argued that every ecclesiastical organiza- 


ton that was not founded on the word of Gon, 
would be swept away, and asserted that Protes- 
tants had not a syllable of Bible authority for 
their church and denominational organizations; 
that in this respect they had followed in the 
track of Rome—that, notwithstanding multi- 
tudes of real Christians were in these denomina- 
tions, yet, as such, they were anti-christian, and, 
in the approaching crisis, would be swept away. 


He insisted on personal, experimental religion 


—that God, by regenerating men, brought them 
into his kingdom and church—that no man or 
set of men could add anything in this respect; 
and that men by assuming to organize or con- 
stitute churches, had gone beyond the record, 
and miserably cut up and divided the " flock of 
Christ"; nnd that, consequently, as surely as 
Rome, the "old mother of harlots," would be 
removed out of tbe way, that the latter-day glo- 
ry might bfe ushered in, so it would* fare with 
all of her daughters. 


SHOCKING MURDER.—George Cender and 


Anna Barbara Schenck were arrested on 
Friday last, near Blue Island, on the Rock 
Island (III.) Railroad, charged with the 
murder of Jacob Scbeib, on the previous 
evening. 
They were examined immediate- 


ly, and then brought to Chicago and incar- 
cerated in the County Jail. 


It appeared, upon examination, that the 


woman Schenck had been living for sometime 
with the' murdered man as hia wife, that 
Cender came to the house in tbe evening, 
and a quarrel ensued between Cender and 
Scheib, of which the woman was the subject, 
that in the affray Scheib wns shot in the 
breast with a shot gun,, causing hia imme- 
diate death. The nlarm was given soon after 
by a small boy in the house at the time, and 
the prisoners were arrested in the same bed 
but little removed from the body of the mur- 
dered man, weltering in his gore, and tbe 
gun lying by his side on the floor. 


The Eltnira Republican says that a color- 


ed man, supposed to be in the employ of 
slave catchers, made his advent among the 
colored residents of that town on Saturday, 
going from house to bouse, evidently in 
search of somebody. This was not relished 
by the sable inhabitants, and they accor- 
dingly pitched on and gave him such a whip- 
ping as he will long remember, and would 
liave killed him had not some of the more 
discreet among them interfered in time.
